INDIANAPOLIS Uh — Legisla­ 
tive leaders of both major p arties 
exp ressed little enthusiasm today 
over Gov. Craig’s rep orted p lans 
for a sp ecial session of the Legis­ 
lature. 
The governor, still vacationing 
in Florida, is rep orted as p lan­ 
ning to call a sp ecial session in 
the late summer to ap p rop riate 
funds for a p enal institution for 
young offenders. 
Sen. Roy Conrad (R-Monticello), 
who help ed steer the governor’s 
p rogram through the regular ses­ 
sion, said: “I do not think a sp ecial 
session is necessary.” 
The House Sp eaker, George S. 
Diener (R-Indianap olis), 
also 
a 
Craig sup p orter, said: 
“For the p urp oses the governor 
is mentioning I do not think the 
state can afford the consideration 
of these p rojects at this time.” 
Sen. John W. Van Ness (R-Val- 
p araiso), the Senate majority lead­ 
er, would make no comment on 
the need for a sp ecial session. He 
said he had no word from the 
governor that he intended to call 
the Legislature into session again. 
The Democratic minority leader 
in the Senate, Sen. Warren Martin 
(D-Clarksville), was outsp oken in 
his op p osition. 
“I didn’t think he (Craig) was 
that crazy,” Martin said. “If he 
wants a three-ring circus and a 
lot of fun let him call it. We can't 
afford what he’s already got, let 
alone any more. I am op p osed to 
a sp ecial session. We can’t afford 
it.” 
Rep . John R. Feighner (R-Mar- 
ion), the House majority leader 
who has been closely identified 
with Craig, made this comment: 
“Frankly, I will be surp rised if 
a sp ecial session is called. I ap ­ 
p reciate the fact that the four p ro­ 
p osals are imp ortant and desir­ 
able to many p ersons but I doubt 
j if they can be considered as em­ 
ergencies.”

A decline of $ 2.50 per hundredweight in 
top cattle prices since J anuary reflects the 
fact that there were more cattle in feed­ 
lots than a y ear ago. But a more drastic 
drop in prices is not looked for unless 
drought on the range forces distress mar­ 
keting. 
Normal rainfall this y ear on range and 
crop land would go far toward restoring 
farm prosperity by assuring an orderly 
marketing process for livestock and by 
bringing to maturity a wide range of crops 
which spell the difference between profit 
and loss for farmers. Not all crops are 
grown in surplus. 
Dumping of cattle on the market this 
y ear as a result of continued drought could 
drive prices down, but this would be a 
py rrhic price victory for the consumer. 
Breeding herds would be depleted, and a 
shortage of beef and much higher prices 
later would be the natural consequence. 
Urban residents in the drought areas 
may n o t be thinking of terms of crops, 
but they have other reasons for hoping for 
a wet cy cle. Water supplies of some cities 
are at precarious levels. There is only one 
way in wh ich they can be replenished. 


Railroads* Dilemma 


Fighting ag ain st trends which are inimic­ 
al to railroad revenues, President Fred G. 
Gurley of the Santa Fe objects to President 
Eisenhower’s 10-y ear highway program in­ 
v o lv in g $1 0 1 b illio n . 
Gurley isn’t convinced 
that the n atio n ’s highway s are in the de­ 
plorable co n d itio n 
frequently pictured, and 
he finds the financing plan questionable. 
A more pressing need today , he said, is 
relief of traffic congestion in urban areas. 
Gurley takes pot sh o ts at government 
programs and policies which subsidize com­ 
petitors of the railroads while at the same 
time restricting railroads in tJ lLir efforts to 
meet competition of truck lines, airlines and 
inland water transportation sy stem. 
He contends that competitors of the rail­ 
roads. none of which can now qualify as 
an infant industry , should pay adequate 
u ser ch arg es fo r serv ices, facilities 
and right 
o f way p ro v id ed fo r th eir u se 
by the gov­ 
ernment. Then, if the rails were “ deregu­ 
lated” to the plane of their competitors, 
they co u ld co mp ete 
on an even basis.

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WASHINGTON J? — J oseph Campbell, handpicked 
by President Eisenhower as comptroller general, 
started with a bang He put a firecracker under the 
administration’s highway program. 
If this surprised the administration, it must have 
doubly surprised Campbell’s critics in Congress. 
They had suspected out loud he’d be an administra­ 
tion y es-man. 
Campbell, a 55-y ear-old New Yorker and an ac­ 
countant all his life, was treasurer and vice presi­ 
dent of Columbia University where Eisenhower was 
president. 
In 19 53 Eisenhower made him a member of the 
Atomic Energy Commission. Campbell got into the 
row of his life when he voted for the administra­ 
tion backed Dix on-Yates contract. Under it private 
power companies would build a 
3 0 7-million dollar 
power plant to supply the Tennessee V alley Author­ 
ity with power to replace power which the TV A 
sent into atomic plants. 
TVA’s friends in Congress and elsewhere practic­ 
ally screamed in protest. They , sa;d they saw this as 
an opening move to undercut 
TVA. Ten n essee’s two 
Democratic senators, Gore and Kefauver, didn t 
forget Campbell’s role in Dix on-Yates. 
L a s t December Eisenhower appointed Campbell 
comptroller general. 
The comptroller general is head of the govern­ 
ment’s General Accounting Office, which Congress 
created in 1921 as a watchdog. The comptroller gen­ 
eral has to watch how the government spends money 
and keep Congress informed about it. 
Campbell’s appointment ran into trouble in the 
Senate right away , particularly from Gore. 
Gore said he had nothing against Campbell per­ 
sonally but an accountant was not the man for the 
job; it should go to a lawy er or former member of 
Congress. 
And besides, Gore ex pressed fear Campbell might, 
as comptroller general, go along with the admin­ 
istration instead of being critical when it needed 
criticism. But the Senate finally approved Campbell 
March 18. 
Monday he was called before the Senate’s Public 
Roads subcommittee, of which Gore is chairman. 
Gore wasn’t there. Gore, severest critic of the ad­ 
ministration’s 101 billion-dollar highway program— 
which seems doomed any way — has offered a pro­ 
gram of his own, an eight-billion-dollar one. 
Campbell was asked what he thought of the ad­ 
ministration’s program. He blasted it.

He’s 
su re any one of a long list of foods 
will u p set him. Oily salads and 
friee foods are not for him. Miss 
Bestick say s the digestiv e sy stem 
may be at fau lt, bu t more often the 
basic trou ble is emotional. 
Then there is the ritu alistic eater, 
the fu ssbu dget who was p rotected 
from drafts and was alway s made 
to wear his ru bbers. He mu st eat 
“ on time/* whether others like it 
or not. 
He nev er tou ches lobsters, nev er 
trix es drink-, wou ldn’t dream of 
eating fish and ice cream at the 
same meal.

The indifferent eater is No. 5. His 
p arents made him eat what they 
serv ed and now eating for him is 
an u np leasant du ty . He nev er no­ 
tices what he’s eating, nev er tells 
the cook it was good. No. 5, say s 
Miss Bostick, p robably gets a kick 
ou t of drinking. 
No. 6 is the irrational eater. As 
a child he rebelled against au thori­ 
ty . Now the attitu de colors his 
whole life. When the doctor tells 
him to diet, he disobey s. He u su al­ 
ly su ffers from u lcers. 
Miss Bostick say s that fortu nate­ 
ly only ex trem ists fit into the p at­ 
ents comp letely . Bu t, she said, su r­ 
p risingly telltale signs of the care 
the eater receiv ed as a child can 
be detected in almost any one.

Not that a well-kep t v egeta­ 
ble garden with its straight rows 
of p lants in v ary ing tones of 
green, needs floral adornment. 
It delights the heart of its p os­ 
sessor to look u p on it. 
Bu t in the ey es of a v isiting 
friend it may be ev en more 
beau tifu l, if among the v egeta­ 
ble p lants and along the p aths 
and bou ndaries, 
flowers hav e 
been skilfu lly p laced. 
Flowers like to grow in a 
v egetable garden. They like the 
su nshine, the regu lar watering;

tiv ation. These are conditions 
rarely fou nd in crowded bor­ 
ders. too often ov ershaded. 
This is so tru e that many 
flower sp ecialists, who start ou t 
growing their fav orites in dec­ 
orativ e borders, for landscap e 
effect, soon abandon this meth­ 
od in fav or of straight rows. 
which are so easy to keep clear 
of weeds, to water and fertilize, 


and wfiiich insu re each p lant an 
abu ndance of root-room. 
Instead of landscap e effect, 
they And their p leasu re in p er­ 
fect p lants, and ideal flowers 
which are u su ally cu t and car­ 
ried into the hou se to enjoy . 
Mu ch the same attitu de shou ld 
gov ern the am ateu r who selects 
flowers to grow in v egetable 
garden rows. They shou ld be the 
kind that make fine cu t flowers, 
growing u p right on strong, long 
stems. These will keep their 
p rop er p lace, and will not inter­ 
fere with cu ltiv ating. 
On the bou ndaries of the gar­ 
den, and bordering the p aths, 
sp rawling p lants can be grown, 
bu t keep them ou t of the row 
section. The p lan which accom­ 
p anies this discu ssion shows an 
attractiv e way to lay ou t the 
v egetable 
p lot. 
Aly ssu m 
and 
p etu nias are u sed for border 
p lanting; bachelor bu ttons, cal­ 
liop sis and giant zinnias for row 
p lanting 
These are all ex cel­ 
lent su bjects for the p u rp ose, 
and shou ld be inclu ded in any 
p lanting, bu t there are many 
other annu al flowers from which 
y ou may choose, in order to 
adap t the same idea to y ou r 
owm garden.

INDIANAPOLIS — After stop 
ping the clocks and working beyond 
the normal adjournment hour a 
couple of days, the 89th Indiana 
General Assembly finally quit with 
a bigger budget for the next two 
years than the Budget Committee 
originally sought, Walter T. Horn, 
executive secretary of the Indiana 
Taxpayers Association announced 
today. 
The original 
budget 
bill 
called for $669 703,464. Instead of 
being cut, it was boosted finally to 
$673,752,900 
It would have been 
even higher, Mr. Horn pointed out, 
had the House and Senate confer­ 
ence committees been able to get 
together 
on 
a 
new 
veterinary 
school for Purdue, the purchase of 
land for a port on Lake Michi­ 
gan, 
a 
correctional 
school 
for 
young first offenders and an ini­ 
tial appropriation for a new state 
office building. 
“ A total of 975 bills were intro­ 
duced in both bouses, “ Mr. Horn 
explained. “ In addition there were 
41 resolutions, giving the legisla­ 
tors 1,016 measures to consider. 
At adjournment time 367 of these 
had been approved and sent to the 
governor. He has signed 346 hills 
into law, vetoed 6 and permitted 
15 to die by the pocket veto meth­ 
od. Seventeen resolutions received 
the governor’s signature. 
“ Numerous bills to increase sal­ 
aries were introduced and 33 of 
these were approved. Three new- 
local courts were created, govern­ 
mental functions were increased 
and local officials generally re 
ceived salary increases. The min­ 
imum salaries of police, firemen 
and school teachers were increased 
and other acts called for a greater 
outlay of the people’s money. State 
aid for tuition and special school

About the only point of agree­ 
ment is that the budget adopted 
by the 89th state legislature was 
the biggest in history. The biparti­ 
san state budget committee and 
the governor asked for $669,703,464 
for the next two years. The as­ 
sembly boosted the sum to $673,- 
752,290. 
In its first meeting last week, 
since the assembly, the State Bud­ 
get Committee figured that a total 
of over $700,000,000 would be spent 
in the next two years, drawing 
from cash on hand. 
Indiana 
University 
School 
of 
Business Experts figure that the 
legislators 
underestimated 
Indi­ 
ana’s income for the next two 
years by 46 million dollars. In all 
this welter of figures and specula­ 
tion, one thing stands out, namely, 
it will cost around $100 million 
more to run the Indiana state gov­ 
ernment the next two years than 
was appropriated by the 1953 leg­ 
islature for the two years ending.
